"Mack"  the  Washington  correspondent  of 
the  Cincinnati  Enquirer,  says  of  the 
Fifteenth  amendment- 
Writing  some  time  ago  about  the  Fifteenth 
amendment,  and  the  publication  of  its  pro- 
mulgation by  the  State  Department  at  an 
early  day,  I  said  it  wonld  be  declared  a  part 
of  the  Constitution  before  the  first  of  March. 
I  know  from  conversations  with  leading  Rad- 
icals that  this  was  the  programme,  and  that 
*  i*vj  relt  able  to  carry  it  out.  This  was  in- 
(it  Fondeut  of  Ohio,  and  without  counting  New 
York,  the  validity  of  whose  recent  action 
might  be  considered  doubtful,  or  at  leant 
might  make  a  case  for  the  courts.  It  is  now 
believed  that  the  Secretary  of  State  will 
issue  his  proclamation  on  Saturday  next,  de- 
claring the  Fifteenth  Amendment  the  law  of 
the  land,  the  understanding  being  that  Ne- 
braska will  ratify  in  the  meantime,  aud  thus 
make  the  requisite  number  of  States — twenty- 
eight.  What  next?  It  is  easier  to  talk  of 
redress  than  to  find  it.  And  there  really  is 
no  redress  this  side  of  nullification — an  ex- 
periment wnich  is  hardly  desirable  to  embark 
in  at  the  present  time,  and  which  would  not 
be  supported  by  the  people  save  in  a  very 
few  States  The  proposed  appeal  to  the 
Supreme  Court  would  be  well  enough  if  it 
possessed  a  speedy  result  in  accordance 
with  the  wishes  of  those  who  made  it;  but  it 
doesnot.  In  the  first  place,  I  am  satisfied 
the  court  would  either  evade  the  question  or 
affirm  the  amendment;  and  in  the  second 
place,  even  an  adverse  decision  would  come 
too  late  to  be  of  any  avail.  It  would  take 
months  to  make  up  the  case,  and  perhaps 
more  than  a  year  to  decide  it.  And  they 
know  little  oi  human  nature  who  believe  that 
four  million*  of  people  once  endowed  with 
the  right  of  suffrage  could  be  estopped  in 
the  exercise  of  that  right,  and  remitted  to 
lasting  disfranchise  meut  by  the"  in  ere  opinion 
of  a  majority  of  nine  men.  The  curtailment 
of  suffrage  has  never  been  accomplished  ex- 
cept by  revolution — and  this,  too,  entirely  in- 
dependent of  tLe  means  by  which  the  right 
was  oii«rinaly  conferred. 

These  farts  may  as  well  be  looked  squarely 
in  the  face  now.  The  amendment  is  upon  ns 
by  fraud  and  violence,  yet  it  is  just  one  of 
those' unfortunate  cases  in  which  there  is  no 
escape  from  in*  dilemma.  Suppose  we  go 
into  court  about  it  While  the  matter  is  un- 
der consideration  the  uegroes  are  voting  all 
over  the  land,  and  electing  men  to  office  who 
.are  pledge i  to  prevent  a  decision  unfavorable 
to  them  by  changing  the  character  of  the 
court,  or  abolishing  it,  if  necessary.  The 
people  of  the  North,  too,  will  be  rallied  by 
the  false  fear  of  a  war  and  revolution  to  sus- 
tain the  Republican  party,  just  as  they  have 
been  rallied  into  the  support  and  indorse- 
ment of  all  the  hideous  features  of  recon 
struction  since  lbC5.  I  once  had  some 
faith  in  un  inherent  love  of  fair  play  and  fair 
dealing  as  a  constituent  element  of  American 
citizenship,  but  the  record  of  the  last  five 
years  has  shaken  it,  and.  as  I  look  back  and 
see  every  act  of  legislative  vengeance  and 
brutality  indorsed  by  the  repeated  success  of 
their  originators,  I  am  prepared  to  believe 
that  party  ties  are  stronger  than  popular 
virtue  or  popular  justice.  When,  for  the 
sake  of  political  supremacv,  men,  who  in 
private  aud  social  life  would  scorn  an  un- 
worthy act,  will  go  to  t  e  polls  and  vote  infamy 
after  infamy,  and  degradation  after  degrada- 
tion upon  a  people  with  whom  they  went  to 
war  for  the  sake  of  "Union" — a  people  al 
ways  brave  in  war  and  honerable  in  peace; 
when  men  in  the  North  will  roll  up  immense 
majorities  in  favor  of  military  tyranny  and 
negro  suffrage— the  twin  bastards  of  Congres- 
sional reconstruction — it  is  sheer  nonsense 
to  bope  that  in  this  matter  of  the  Fifteenth 
amendment  there  will  ever  be  that  "sober 
sercad  thought"  which  has  in  times  past 
been  corrective  of  great  wrongs.  Let  us  lay 
no  such  fluttering  unction  to  our  souls.

The  terrible  tragedy,  which  occurred  in  Ca- 
tahoula Parish,  on  the  steamboat  St.  Marys, 
is  the  sequel,  we  leearn,  to  an  old  feud,  which 
has  raged  in  that  parish  for  fifteen  or  twenty 
years.  The  two  principals.  Colonel  Charles 
Jones  and  General  St.  John  Liddell,  were 
prominent  planters  and  citizens  of  the  par- 
ish. Colonel  Jones  is  a  native,  we  believe,  of 
Kentucky,  and  is  about  filty-five  years  old. 
He  married  a  Cincinnati  lady  of  wealth,  pur- 
chased a  large  plantation  in  Catahoula  Parish, 
which  he  has  cultivated  for  many  years. 
Gen. Liddell  is  a  native  of  Wilkinson  County, 
Mississippi,  wa  i  a  cadet  at  West  Point,  and 
we  believe  held  a  commission  in  the  United 
States  army.  Kor  the  greater  part  of  his 
manhood  he  has  been  a  planter  in  Catahoula, 
where,  and  throughout  this  State  and  Mis- 
sissippi, he  had  acquired  the  strong  friend- 
ship of  a  large  circle  of.friends  and  relatives. 
Both  gentlemen  served  in  the  late  war  on  the 
Confederate  side,  General  Liddell  command- 
ing a  fine  brigade,  wbieh  ho  handled  with 
great  skill  and  gallantry.  He  was  especial- 
ly prominent  in  the  operations  around  Mo- 
bile, when  that  city  was  assailed  and  belea- 
guered by  General  Canby.  General  Liddell 
has  recently  been  made  a  widower,  and  Col- 
onel Jones'  wife  is  now  in  Europe. 

The  feud  between  these  two  neighbors  com- 
menced some  twenty  years  ago  in  an  inci- 
dent which,  though  enveloped  in  some  mys- 
tery as  to  the  cause,  was  well  calculated  to 
enge  ider  bitter  hostilities.  A  lady  of  Natc- 
hez, who  was  sojourning  at  General  Liddell's 
house  conceived  herself  grossly  insulted  by 
something  which  was  reported  to  her  as  hav- 
ing been  said  by  Colonel  Jones.  She  deman- 
ed  of  General  Liddell  to  accompany  her  to 
Jones,  in  order  to  obtain  reparation  for  the 
alleged  offense.  Liddell  could  not  refuse 
her  request.  -  Arriving  in  front  of  Jones'  house, 
he  was  called  to  the  gate,  and  a  conversation 
ensued  between  him  and  the  lady,  which  was 
terminated  by  her  drawing  a  pistol  and 
shooting  him  in  the  face,  and  as  he 
turned  to  move  off  another  shot  was  fired  in- 
to bis  body.  The*e  were  very  severe  wounds 
and  Colonel  Jones  was  laid  up  for  a  long 
time  with  them.  Jones  determined  to  bold 
Liddell  responsible  for  this  act,  and  a  long 
series  of  threatened  assaults  and  prepara- 
tions for  duels  and  fights  between  the  princi- 
pals aud  their  friends  followed. 

The  whole  country  was  kept  disturbed  for 
several  years  by  this  feud.  Several  rencon- 
tres resulted  from  it,  and  the  parties-all  went 
armed  and  made  arsenals  of  their  houses,  in 
apprehension  of  assaults.  On  one  occasion  a 
eertain  party  who  was  a  friend  of  Jones,  and 
who  was  reported  to  have  gone,  with  others, 
to  the  town  of  Monroe,  with  a  view  of  engag- 
ing in  a  general  fight  with  a  party  of  Liddell's 
friends,  in  returning  from  town  in  his  gig  was 
shot  and  killed  in  front  of  General  Liddell's 
plantation.  General  Liddell  wis  charged 
with  thid  homicide,  his  trial  was  moved  to 
another  pari«h  and  he  whs  acquitted. 

Shortly  before  the  war  there  was  an  armis- 
tice and  an  agreement  to  terminato  the  feud 
between  the  two  gentlemen,  but  they  never  be 
came  friends  or  held  any  intercourse  with 
each  other 

Quite  recently  the  old  feud  broke  out  again 
from  the  same  unhappy  affair  which  led  to 
the  melancholy  trtgedy  of  the  homicide  of 
Mr.  John  Nixon.  This  gentleman  was  a  friend 
of  Colonel  Jones,  and  although  General  Lid- 
dell had  no  connection  with  that  homicide.

As  he  was  in  the  act  of  doing  so,  the  negro 
Harrison  fired  upon  him,  wounding  him  se- 
verely, with  small  shot.  Morris  immediate 
ly  returned  the  fire,  killing  the  negro  Harri- 
son instantly.  The  negro  Wade  then  tirt-d 
<ipon  Ben  IsWrta,  killing  him;  then  shot  the 
brother,  Fred  ,  wounding  him  severely.  Fred 
returned  the  fire,  aiming  at  the  party;  but 
with  what  effect  he  does  not  know,  as  the  ne- 
groes retreated  upon  the  approach  of  the 
lriends  of  Morris,  who  had  remained  at  the 
house.  The  body  of  Mr.  Morris  was  taken  to 
Yatoo  City  for  interment.

Wc  have  no  negro  subscribers,  but  as 
the  negro  convention  held  iu  Frankfort 
last  week  was  in  its  bearings  an  important 
one  we  deem  no  apology  is  needed  for  let- 
ting our  readers  see  what  the  negroes  are 
d  thinking.  We  publish  the  pro- 
in  full  to  the  exclusion  of  other 


Th<  Auditor's  Report  of  statistics  is  Mot 
always  reliable,  and  those  who  base  upon  it 
their  estimate  of  the  negro  vote  iu  this  Dm 
trict  aud  State  will  hud  themselves  very 
wide  of  the  mark.  Nevertheless  wo  pre- 
beut  below  the  number  of  uegrocs  in  the 
of  this  District,  eighteen 
oi  both  sexes,  vis : 
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The  above  figures  are  taken  from  Audi- 
tor's Report  for  1869,  bat  unquestionably 
the  number  is  not  accurately  stated. 
There  was  a  capitation  tax  levied  upon  the 
male  negroes  of  this  county  for  the  sup- 
port of  negro  paupers,  including  those 
only  who  were  twenty-one  years  and  over, 
aud  the  number  thus  assessed  was  570. 
Even  this  figure  is  rather  below  than  above 
the  actual  number  in  the  county,  and  it 
would  not  be  hazarding  much  to  say  that 
the  number  of  negroes  in  Mason  who  will 
be  entitled  to  vote  under  the  Fifteenth 
Amendment  will  be  nearly  or  quite  700. 
It  will  be  observed  that  the  whole  number 
of  uegroee  of  both  aexes.  eighteen  years 
old  and  over,  recorded  in  Fleming  county 
is  only  176 ;  but  we  know  that  the  number 
iu  Flemingsburg  alone  is  so  great  that  it 
was  apprehended  they  would  be  able  to 
control  the  eleotions  for  local  officers,  and 
the  town  charter  was  therefore  altered  so 
that  an  election  might  be  held  in  anticipa- 
tion of  the  declaration  of  the  adoption  of 
the  Fifteenth  Amendment  and  the  officers 
to  be  elected  are  to  hold  their  places  for 
several  years.  It  is  safe  to  estimate  the 
number  of  negroes  who  will  be  voters  in 
this  District  as  quite  2,000.  But  should 
the  last  one  of  them  vote  for  the  Radical 
candidates,  which  they  may  do  at  the  first 
election,  the  Democrats  will  still  have  a 
clesr  majority  of  fully  1,000.  If  any  Radi- 
cal, therefore,  has  calculated  on  an  easy 
conquest  in  this  District,  after  the  ratifica- 
tion of  the  Amendment  and  by  aid  of  the 
negro  vote,  the  rosnlt  will  probably  dem- 
onstrate that  he  has  counted  without  his 
host.  With  a  vaudidate  capable  of  draw 
ing  around  him  all  the  elements  of  oppo- 
sition to  aggressive  and  oppressive  radical- 
ism in  this  District  the  above  figures  may 
be  very  largely  increased.  But  still  it 
would  unquestionably  be  imprudent  to 
place  in  nomination  any  man  who  is  per- 
sonally offensive  to  any  very  considerable 
portion  of  those  who  ordinarily  vote  the 
Democratic  ticket,  as  in  a  heated  race  we 
would  have  no  votes  to  cast  off.  It  is  of 
the  first  importance  that  a  spirit  of  coo 
ciliation  should  prevail  among  the  people, 
and  that  while  efforts  to  harmonise  should 
be  made  all  courses  tending  to  aggravate, 
imbitter  and  estrange  should  cease.  We

TUB  »ECISI«N  •>  LEBAL  TES  BCH 

The  recent  decisiou  of  Chief  Justice 
Chase,  that  money  due  upon  contracts 
made  before  the  passage  of  the  legal  ten- 
der act  must  be  paid  in  gold  or  its  equiva- 
lent, we  learn  from  the  N.  Y.  World,  has  al- 
ready been  cited  as  a  precedent.  In  an 
action  for  the  foreclosure  of  a  mortgage 
executed  in  1857,  which  was  tried  in  the 
court  of  Brooklyn,  Tuesday,  Justice  Pratt 
decided  that  both  principal  and  interest 
must  be  paid  in  gold.  As  a  matter  of 
this  decision  will  hereafter  be  fol- 
n  all  similar  actions.  Whether  the 
dies  to  actions  brought  by  an 
BBtignTT  who  has  purchased  a  mortgage 
for  a  consideration  paid  in  currency,  with 
the  understanding  that  be  could  collect 
principal  and  interest  only  in  curren- 
i  to  be  seen. 


Tbe  Stat*  Convention  of  tbe  Republi- 
cans of  Indiana  was  held  in  Indianapolis 
on  Tuesday  last.  Especial  enthusiam  was 
manifested  when  tbe  Rev.  Mr.  Watroje. 
a  colored  delegate,  was  selected  as  one  of 
the  Vice  President*  and  took  his  seat  up- 
on the  stand,  while  the  band  played  Old 
John  Brown.  Major  John  D.  Evans 
was  nominated  for  Auditor  ;  Max  Hoff- 
man for  Secretary  of  State  ;  B.  C.  Hobbs, 
for  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction; 
General  MiLBor,  the  hero  of  Winchester, 
for  State  Treasury;  Bat,  Gbboobv,  and 
Elliott  for  Supreme  Judges  ;  aad  Trus- 
lbb  for  Attorney  General.  The  resolu- 
tions express  particular  thanks  for  negro 
suffrage,  endorse  Gen.  G  bant's  administra- 
tion, and  all  the  devilment  done  under  the 
general  head  of  reconstruction.  Senator 
Morton  then  made  a  speech  from  which 
we  clip  the  following  as  the  most  notice- 
able feature,  vis  : 

In  the  decisiou  rendered  at  Washington, 
week  before  last,  the  majority  of  the  Court 
decided  that  the  law  making  the  United 
States  notes  a  legal  tender,  was  unconstitu- 
tional and  void,  as  to  all  contract*  made  be- 
fore iu  passage ;  that  all  bonds  and  debts  of 
whatsoever  kind,  made  before  the  35th  of 
February,  1862,  could  be  paid  only  iu  gold,  If 
gold  was  demanded  by  the  creditor.  The  ef- 
fect of  the  decision  is,  that  if  Congress  were 
to  authorise  the  issue  of  new  legal  tender 
notes,  they  could  not  be  made  applicable  to 
the  payment  of  any  debt  created  before  their 
issue  Thus,  legal  tender  notes  issued  in 
1870  could  not  be  made  applicable  to  debts 
created  in  I860,  and  could  not  be  used  in  the 
payment  of  the  National  debt,  as  recommend- 
ed by  tbe  Democratic  politicians  rn  Indiana. 
So  that  the  theory  of  paying  the  National 
debt  by  the  issue  of  new  currency,  which  is 
never  to  be  redeemed,  however  lovely  in 
itself,  must  be  abandoned. 

The  argument  of  Chief  Justice  Chase  went 
to  show  that  the  Legal-tender  Act  was  un- 
constitutional in  all  respects,  but  the  majori- 
ty of  the  Court  confined  the  decision  to  con- 
tracts made  before  the  passage  of  the  law. 

While  I  do  not  approve  of  this  decision,  as 
I  had  never  doubted  that  the  Tegal-tender  Act 
was  constitutional  as  to  past  contracts,  still 
it  has  had  the  effect  to  greatly  simplify  the 
financial  situation,  and  to  remove  the  vast 
piles  of  rubbish  with  which  the  Democratic 
party  were  endeavoring  to  obstruct  the  vision 
of  the  people  And  as  it  was  made  by  the 
Democratic  members  of  that  tribunal  which 
the  Democracy  hold  in  sack  supreme  regard, 
they  can  not  complain  that  it  is  a  Republi- 
can outrage  committed  for  tbe  benefit  of 
bloated  bondholders- 

Tbe  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  if  not 
hereafter  overruled,  has  substantially  settled 
the  question  of  the  emission  of  any  more  le- 
gal-tender notes,  and  the  i aaactel  question 
in  the  future  will  be  between  the  National 
Banking  system  and  the  possible  revival  of 
the  system  of  State  Banks  The  latter  seems 
to  be  popular  with  the  Democracy,  as  a  re- 
miniscence of  tbe  doctrine  of  State  Rights, 
and  their  aversion  of 
out  of  the  war, 


it  docs  not  retire  till  it  has  iltSiii  it  great 
mauy  things  which  it  lias  no  right  to  do. 
Iu  the  first  place,  it  will  pass  a  bpeoific 
electiou  law  for  all  the  States  to  enforce 
the  Fifteenth  amendment.  In  some  of  the 
States  which  voted  against  the  amendment , 
such  as  New  York,  Kentucky,  and  Cali- 
fornia— the  two  labt  named,  particularly — 
tbo  popular  feeling  agaiust  negro  aud  Chi- 
nese suffrage  will  be  so  stroug  as  to  lead 
to  a  disregard  of  both  the  amendment  and 
the  law  made  to  enforce  it.  What  is  the 
result  ?  Clearly  an  armed  expedition  into 
the  non-complying  States,  under  the  com 
mand  of  Terry  or  Reynolds,  and  the 
commencement  of  a  new  phase  of  recon- 
struction whose  ending  no  one  can  foresee. 
In  some  cases,  the  State  officers  of  election 
will  either  refuse  to  accept  tho  ballots  of 
negroes  and  Chinese,  or  else  to  serve. 
The  congressional  remedy  for  the  first 
contingency  will  be  the  presence  of  a  file 
of  federal  bayonets  at  the  voting  precinct 
to  enforce  the  acceptance  of  the  offensive 
ballots  ;  the  remedy  in  the  other  will  be 
the  appointment  of  federal  officers  to  hold 
every  State  election  that  is  necessary.  The 
judges  of  election  are  now  State  officers, 
sworn  to  obey  the  laws  of  their  respective 
States.  They  will  therefore  have  the  un- 
pleasant alternative  presented  them  of  dis- 
obeying either  the  law  of  their  State  or  the 
law  of  Congress  and  of  incurring  a  penalty 
on  one  side  or  the  other.  To  avoid  this 
difficulty  they  will  most  probably  refuse; 
to  meet  this  contingency  Congress  will 
have  to  go  ono  step  farther,  and,  in  addi- 
tion to  its  general  election  law  for  all  the 
States,  assume  to  appoint,  or  authorise 
the  President  to  appoint  judges  or  clerks 
of  election  for  every  voting  precinct  in  the 
Union! 

And  even  this  would  not  end  the  trouble, 
for  such  cases  would  be  constantly  raising  ; 
tbe  Republican  party  would  carry  the  elec- 
tions in  a  few  counties  in  Kentucky  or 
California,  by  the  aid  of  negro  or  Chinese 
votes;  the  seats  of  the  members  of  the 
Legislature  thus  chosen  would  be  contest- 
ed by  the  defeated  Democratic  candidates ; 
and  the  legislative  body  before  which  tbe 
trial  came  being  guided  and  governed  by 
the  State  law,  would  decide  the  colored 
votes  illegal,  and  award  the  seats  to  the 
Democratio  claimants.  How  Congress 
would  meet  that  conjecture  we  do  not  at 
present  intend  to  conjecture.  Traced  to 
this  point  the  matter  is  attended  with  infi- 
nite and  bewildering  troubles  ;  and  if  the 
intractable  States  should  continue  to  evade 
the  enforcing  laws  passed  by  Congress,  the 
Contest  would  end,  either  in  the  defeat  of 
Congress  or  the  absolute  humiliation  of 
the  States  ;  and  the  obtrusion  of  the  fed- 
eral authority  in  the  minutest  affair  of 
life.  ^B-w—_>, 

lHl-BEASE  OP  tl  REJtCY 

Congress  on  last  Monday  rested  for  a 
moment  from  its  reconstruction  infamies 
and  gave  a  brief  thought  to  the  necessities 
of  commerce  and  trade.  The  following 
resolution  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Lough- 
ridge,  of  Iowa  in  the  Home  of  Representa 
tives: 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  House 
tbe  business  interests  ot  the  country  require 
an  increase  in  the  volume  of  circulating  cur- 
rency, and  the  Commute*  on  Banking  and 
Currency  are  instructed  to  report  to  the 
House  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable  a  bill 
increasing  tbe  currency  to  the  amount  at 
least  fifty  million  doll  irs. 

Mr.  Gabfibio,  (rep.)  of  Ohio,  inquired 
whether  if  the  previous  question  where 
seconded  it  would  not  be  in  the  order  to 
to  move  to  refer  the  resolution  to  the 
Committee  on  Banking  and  Currency. 

Mr.  lNOEBSOLL,(repj  ot  III  ,  remarked 
that  the  gentleman  from  Ohio  knew  very 
well  that  it  would  be. 

Mr.  Garfield  hoped  the  previous  ques- 
tion would  not  be  seconded. 

Mr.  InOEBSOLL  hoped  that  it  would  be, 
and  that  the  house  would  vote  directly  on 
the  question-— whether  tbe  country  was  to 
have  more  money  or  not.  The  previous 
question  was  seconded  by  a  vote  of  108  to 
73. 

The  resolution  was  then  adopted— yeas 
110,  nays  73,  as  follows:—

to  the  number  engaged  in  it  and  the  excur- 
sion upon  which  the  General  Assembly  em- 
barked yesterday,  will,  we  fear,  be  but  little 
better.  We  hope  uot ;  and  if  it  proves  to  the 
contrary,  shall  be  glad  to  record  the  fact.  It 
is  to  be  regretted  that  the  inauguration  of  the 
Louisville  Bridge  eould  not  have  been  post- 
poned until  after  the  Legislature  adjourned, 
or  at  least  until  the  pending  Southern  Rail- 
road Bill  was  disposed  of.  Then  the  visit 
would  have  been  a  tribute  to  the  triumph  of 
genius  in  the  completion  and  execution  of  a 
great  work  of  skill,  to  which  its  magnitude 
and  commercial  importance  entitle  it.  We 
regret  that  this,  which  is  the  only  object  wor- 
thy of  the  consideration  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, should  have  become  so  connected 
with  pending  legislative  business  as  to  make 
the  most  meritorious  the  subordinate  consid- 
eration. The  acceptance  of  the  invitations 
of  the  Ohio  cities,  while  they  could  not  have 
been  well  declined,  gives  to  the  whole  affair 
the  aspect  of  a  great  electioneering  scheme 
on  the  part  of  rivals  for  legislative  favor. 
Our  duty  as  a  journalist  requires  that  we 
should  uot  conceal  the  fact.  We  think  the 
affair  has  taken  an  unfortunate  turn,  and  the 
only  way  the  Legislature  can  redeem  itself  is 
by  the  observance  during  their  absence  of  the 
most  rigid  propriety  on  the  part  of  every 
member  of  that  body. 


The  editor  of  the  Owingsville  Inquirer, 
is  evidently  a  traitor  in  the  Democratic 
camp.  The  proof  of  it  is  in  the  following 
paragraph  which  we  clip  from  his  paper 
and  to  which  we  oall  the  attention  of  the 
editor  of  the  Bulletin  :

penitentiary.  If  we  understand  from  the  ar- 
ticle in  question,  that  he  was  entitled  to  tbe 
office  from  the  fact  that  he  was  an  ex-Confed- 
erate and  Chief  of  Breckinridge's  Staff,  then 
we  are  compelled  to  dissent  from  the  views  of 
the  Democrat.

It  is  becomisji  evident  that  the  really 
important  features  of  the  Fourteenth  aad 
Fifteenth  amendments  are  the  insignificant 
little  lines  at  the  end  of  the  first  which  de 
dare  that  Congress  shall  have  power  to  en- 
force by  appropriate  legislation  the  provis- 
ions of  this  article,  and  the  two  similar 
lines  at  the  end  of  the  other  which  de- 
clare that  "  The  Congress  shall  have  pow 
er  to  enforce  this  article  by  appropriate 
legislation,'1  says  the  New  York  Democrat. 
The  body  of  the  amendment  in  either  case 
is  simply  a  wooden  horse ;  but  this  provi- 
sion is  an  army  of  Greeks  in  its  belly,  for 
it  gives  Congress  authority  to  invade  a 
State  at  iu  pleasure,  to  inferos  the  amend- 
ments ;  and  recent  experience  shews  that 
when  Congress  once  invades  a  State  to  do, 


On  Monday,  21st  instant,  in  the  oase  of 
the  United  States  vs.  Henry  C.  Dewitt, 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
decided  that  Congress  cannot  esUblish  po- 
lice regulations  within  the  States.  Apply- 
ing the  principle  of  the  decision  to  the 
Civil  Rights  Bill,  and  it  is  clearly  uncon- 
stitutional, It  may  be  held,  however,  that 
the  second  clau»e  of  tho  Thirteenth 
Amendment  confers  upon  Congress  tbe 
power  to  establish 
within  the  Sutes  so  far  as  may  be 
priate  to  secure  the  negroes  in  tbe  oivil 
rights  guaranteed  by  the 
same  Amendment. 


The  editor  or  the  Frankfort  Yeoman 
has  the  hardihood  to  publish  tbe  subjoin- 
ed  paragraph  in  relation  to  the  excursion 
of  the  assembled  wisdom  to  Louisville 
and  Cincinnati.

The  Xea-ro  Coavouiloo, 

The  great  event,  which  has  been  looked  for 
ward  to  by  the  darkies  hereabouts  with  inter 
est  for  some  time,  took  place  yesterday,  in 
the  assembling  of  the  colored  convention  at 
Major  Hall.  The  trains  daring  the  day 
brought  the  delegates  from  various  parts  of 
tbe  State,  and  there  was  quite  an  increase  of 
tbe  sable  element  on  the  street. 

The  deliberation  of  the  convention  which 
we  believe,  sat  most  of  the  day,  and  is  to  con 
tinue  to  day  if  not  longer,  were  characterized 
with  good  order,  and  several  speeches  were 
delivered  of  considerable  oratorical  merit 
One  delegate  from  Louisville,  in  the  exuber- 
ance of  his  ioy  at  ths  prospective  promulga- 
tion of  the  Fifteenth  amendment,  was  pecu- 
liarly hifalutin,  and  expressed  himself  thusly : 
"The  sunlight  of  Heaven  has  dawned  upon 
our  noble  race ;  it  will  be  hereafter  with  the 
whites  as  with  the  Indian  ;  they  will  have  to 
leave  this  country  before  the  civilizing  march 
of  our  people,  and  go  to  the  Western  wilds 
beyond  the  Mississippi,  surreuder  this  glori- 
ous republic  as  a  heritage  to  our  race"  The 
speech  was  more  in  the  nature  of  rhetorical 
hyperbole  than  as  intended  to  convey  any 
threat  of  extermination  to  the  pale  faces. 

Oar  neighbor  of  the  Commonwealth  was 
made  to  feel  the  vanity  of  human  pride  iu 
the  occurrence  of  the  following  incident  .- 
During  a  pause  in  the  speaking,  a  reverend 
darkey  from  Louisville  proposed  to  take  sub- 
scribers for  the  Ciacinuati  Gazette,  as  a  paper 
which  had  always  favored  the  cause  of  the 
negroes,  when  Henry  Samuels,  of  barber- 
shop-fame in  this  city,  ventured  to  put  in  a 
word  for  tbe  Comma /wealth,  which  he  com- 
mended as  an  excellent  paper,  of  the  true 
faith,  and  also  the  oldest  paper  iu  the  State  ; 
all  of  which  he  took  occasion  to  say  was 
withoat  the  solicitation  of  the  proprietors  of 
the  paper,  and  merely  from  his  friendship  for 
them.  The  Gazette  drummer  was  not  dis- 
posed to  yield  tbe  point  to  his  frieod,  and  de- 
morrrd  to  the  statement  that  the  Common- 
wealth was  the  oldest  and  most  widely  cir- 
culated paper  in  the  State,  since  he  had  been 
in  Kentucky  thirty  years  and  had  ntver  heard 
ot  such  a  paper  before 

A  few  white  Radicals  participated  ia  the 
proceedings,  Senator  Boyd,  of  Laurel,  having 
made  a  speech ;  but  the  majority  of  the  party 
seemed  ashamed  of  open  affiliation  with  those 
whose  votes  they  are  anxious  to  bargain  for. 
There  is  a  good  deal  of  coquetting  on  the  sly, 
aad  there  is  evidently  some  attempt  to  make 
political  capital,  as  we  noted  a  good  many 
white  Radicals  from  abroad  ;  but  they  all  had 
some  excuse  to  offer  for  their  presence,  aad 
denied  being  attracted  by  ths  convention. 
If  the  colored  people  observe  the  same  pio- 
priety  which  marked  their  meeting  yester- 
day, and  steer  clear  of  the  trickery  of  the

New  Orleans  for  Cincinnati,  struck  a  snag  in 
the  chute  at  Island  35,  in  the  Mississippi 
River,  on  Saturday  morning,  and  imuiedia 
tely  commenced  sinking,  all  efforts  to  back 
her  off  from  the  snag  proving  unavailing 
Captain  Marratla  placed  the  ladies,  aud  a 
number  of  passengers,  iii  the  yawl,  which 
which  was  put  in  charge  of  his  brother,  Wal- 
ter M .nulla,  but  before*  they  could  push  off 
the  boat  careened,  and  upsetting  the  stoves  in 
the  cabin  the  vessel  was  soon  in  flames.  The 
frightened  passengers  and  crew,  despite  the 
efforts  of  the  officers,  rushed  to  the  yawl, 
which  was  swamped,  and  all  who  were  in  it 
perished  Through  the  exertions  of  the  Cap 
tain  und  his  officers,  many  of  the  remaining 
passengers  and  crew  were  enabled  to  reach 
the  shore,  on  hastily  constructed  floats,  the 
Captain  and  a  number  of  others  remaining 
on  the  burning  boat  till  taken  oil  by  skiffs 
from  the  shore.  About  twenty  five  persons 
perished.  The  survivors  came  up  to  Cairo 
on  the  Columbian  on  Monday. 

Court  of  Appeals  —The  following  decision 
of  the  Court  of  Appeals  will  be  found  to  be  of 
general  interest,  via: 

Slander — Intiendo  Cannot  Enlarge  I*egal  Ef- 
fect of  Utterances. 
Brown  vs.  Piner.    From  Ohio-  Reversed. 
Robertson,  Judge. 

This  action  of  slander  charges  the  false 
aud  malicious  utterance  of  the  following 
words  by  Brown  against  Piner.  "He  shear- 
ed two  of  Zack  Austin's  sheep,"  meaning  to 
charge  that  plantiff  had  stolen  the  wool  from 
two  of  Zack  Austin's  sheep:  "Jesse  Piner 
sheared  Zack  Austin's  sheep  and  kept  the 
wool,"  thereby  meaniag  to  charge  plaintiff 
with  the  crime  of  larceny,  all  of  which  was 
slanderous. 

Held— Neither  of  these  charges  imports, 
per  ae,  a  criminal  act.  The  inuendo  cannot 
change  or  enlarge  the  legal  effects  of  the  ut- 
terances as  alone  pro  eriy  interpreted  and 
understood;  and,  therefore,  the  words  them- 
selves, not  necessarily  importiog  actionable 
slander,  the  circuit  court  erred  in  instructing 
the  jury  to  find  for  the  plaintiff  in  the  action 
if  they  believed  that  the  charge,  as  recited  in 
petition,  had  been  proved. 

Small  Scoundrelisn. — A  few  days  ago,  John 
J.  Brosee.  the  agent  of  White  L  Hunt,  of  this 
city,  visited  Ashland  for  thepurpose  of  selling 
the  cigars  of  his  firm  by  sample.  While  en- 
g  .ged  in  this  lawful  and  legitimate  transac- 
tion he  was  summariiy  placed  under  arrest 
by  one  Owen  Byrne,  the  marshal  of  that 
town.  This  functionary  told  Mr.  Brosee  that 
the  fine  would  not  be  less  than  $60  nor  more 
than  $600,  and  left  him  in  charge  of  another 
man.  Returning  in  a  few  minutes  he  in- 
formed Brosee  that  the  magistrate  would  be 
lenient  with  him,  and  would  let  him  off  with 
the  costs  Brosee  asked  what  they  would  be, 
and  Byrue  told  him  that  his  fee  would  be  $1 
Brosee  told  him  if  that  was  all  he  was  after 
he  might  have  it,  and  paid  him  the  money, 
taking  the  following  receipt  for  it  and  then 
left  the  place  rejoicing,  viz:

the  rules  for  the  observance  of  Lent,  promul- 
gated by  the  Catholic  Telegraph,  and  appli- 
cable to  this  diocese.  The  fast  commences 
this  year  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  March, 
and  ends  on  the  15th  of  April: 

L  All  the  faithful  who  have  completed 
their  twenty-first  year  are,  unless  legitimate- 
ly dispensed,  bound  to  observe  the  Fast  of 
Lent. 

2  They  are  to  make  only  one  meal  a  day 
excepting  Sunday. 

3.  The  meal  allowed  on  fast  days  is  not  to 
be  taken  until  about  noon. 

4  At  that  meal,  if  on  any  day,  permissiou 
should  be  granted  for  eating  flesh,  both  flesh 
and  fish  shall  not  be  used  at  the  same 
time 

A  small  refreshment,  commonly  called 
collation,  is  allowed  in  the  evening;  no  gen 
eral  rule  as  to  the  quantity  of  food  permit 
ted  at  this  time  is  or  can  be  made.  But  the 
practice  of  most  regular  Christians  is,  never 
to  let  it  exceed  the  fourth  part  of  an  ordiuary 
meal. 

C  The  quantity  of  food  allowed  at  a  col- 
lation is,  in  this  diocese,  bread,  butter,  eggs 
cheese,  milk,  all  kinds  of  fruits,  salads,  vege 
tables,  and  cod  fish. 

7  General  usage  has  made  it  lawful  to  take

11.  Persons  dispensed  from  the  obligation 
of  fasting  on  account  of  tender  or  advanced 
age,  sixty  years,  or  bard  labor,  are  not  bound 
by  the  restriction  of  using  meat  only  at  one 
meal  on  days  on  which  its  use  is  granted  by 
the  dispensation.  Those  dispensed  from  the 
fast  for  other  canse,  as  well  as  those  who  are 
obliged  to  fast,  are  permitted  to  use  meat  at 
only  one  meal. 

We  recommend  teat  on  Good  Friday  the 
faithful  abstain  from  the  use  of  milk,  butter 
and  eggs.

Kale  Of  CjipolutuiruU. 

[From  the  Chicaco  Times.] 
The  sale  of  cadetships  by  carpet-baggers  in 
Congress,  and  the  appointments  by  Grant  of 
men  by  whom  he  has  been  paid  money,  are 
so  clearly  alike  in  character  that  it  is  not 
singular  that  republican  newspapers  should 
now  begin  the  work  of  apologizing  for  the 
sale  of  appointments. 

When  General  Slocum  first  introduced  his 
resolution  in  the  Home  at  Washington  in- 
quiring into  the  sale  of  cadetships,  he  said, 
in  substance,  that  it  was  such  disreputable 
practices  that  made  the  name  of  politicians 
a  stench  in  the  nostrils  of  honest  men.  He 
did  not  suppose  that  a  politician  must  neces- 
sarily be  a  scurvy  and  venal  rogue.  The 
house  agreed  with  him.  and  so  did  the  repub- 
can  press  of  the  country.  Maledictions  were 
heaped  upon  the  impecunious  and  miserly 
congressmen  who  sought  to  fill  their  pockets 
by  a  sale  of  the  appointing  power. 

This  was  all  right,  but  when  the  Times  de- 
manded that  Grant  should  be  punished  for 
trafficking  in  appointments,  the  republican 
press  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  sale  of 
cadetships  was  not  more  dishonorable  and 
criminal  than  many  other  acts  which  Con- 
gressmen have  become  accustomed  to  perform 
and  which  are  not  made  special  subjects  of 
censure,  because  corrupt  customs  of  late 
years,  in  this  country,  form  a  sort  of  apology 
for  official  prostitution  iu  legislators.  This 
sort  of  defence  is  now  made  for  creatures 
who  have  sold  cadetships. 

Of  course,  it  is  uot  more  disreputable,  and, 
so  far  as  the  public  interests  are  concerned, 
it  is  not  criminal,  for  a  congressman  to  make 
sale  of  himself  upon  a  bill  of  a  national  char- 
acter, and  affecting  all  the  people  of  the 
country.  It  is  teported  that  when  Thaddeus 
Stevens  died  he  had  a  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars in  Pacific  railroad  bonds,  which  fact  did 
not  appear  in  the  statement  of  the  assets  of 
his  estate  made  by  his  executors.  We  have 
never  seen  a  denial  of  the  report?  What  is 
the  inference  ?  He  was  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee on  ways  and  means  when  the  appro- 
priation of  the  Pacific  road  was  made. 

Schenck  is  now  chairman  of  the  committee 
on  ways  and  means.  Butler  says  that 
Schenck  has  employed  his  position  to  enrich 
himself.  If  Schenck  makes  sale  of  himself 
on  a  tax  or  tariff  bill,  is  he  not  guilty  of  an 
act  of  as  great  dishonor  as  the  creature 
spawned  by  the  reconstruction  infamy,  aud 
dubbed  a  Congressman,  is  in  peddling  a  ca- 
detship  ? 

Ring  legislation  in  Congress  is  now  ex- 
pected upon  all  bills  of  general  interest,  and 
the  rings  control  all  congressional  legislation 
of  a  private  chrracter.  The  extent  of  official 
prostitution  in  the  national  legislature  is  evi 
dent  from  the  fact  that  every  man  in  the 
country  knows  what  ring  legislation  means 
Never  in  the  history  of  this  country,  until  the 
party  of  "moral  ideas"  came  into  the  posses 
sion  of  the  government,  was  there  such  sub- 
jection of  public  to  individual  interests,  as 
to  lead  lo  a  supposition  that  Congress  was  in 
the  possession  ol  cliques  and  rings. 

Now  this  debauchment  of  the  national  leg- 
islature is  presented  as  a  plea  of  extenua 
tion  for  men  convicted  of  having  sold  iap- 
pointments  They  are  to  be  exonerated  be 
canse  they  live  in  an  atmosphere  lata)  to  hon 
or  and  independent  manhood,  except  with 
men  of  sucn  noble  purposes  that  they  are 
not  affected  by  contact  with  vice  iu  public 
life. 

The  apology  appears  in  behalf  of  the  car 
pet-baggers  who  have  sold  cadetships,  but  is 
intended  to  shield  the  President  He  is  de 
serving  of  more  severe  censure  than  the  car- 
pet-baggers because  he  has  carried  his  traffic 
into  the  cabinet  and  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States.

Johnson,  of  Frankfort;  M.  W.  Taylor,  of 
Oweusboro;  J.  W.  French,  of  Montgomery. 

Rev.  Geo.  W  Dupee,  of  Paducah,  was  call- 
ed upon  to  address  the  convention  while  the 
committee  on  credentials  were  in  consulta- 
tion His  speech  was  lull  of  advice  of  a 
good  character  to  the  colored  people.  He 
thought  that  the  eyes  of  the  world  were  upon 
Major  Hail  to-day.  Two  parties  would  be  dis- 
appointed by  the  action  of  this  convention  if 
we  did  not  properly  qualify  themselves,  and 
with  Divine  help  make  ourselves  worthy  of 
the  great  boon  of  citizenship.  We  wish  to 
make  friends,  not  enemies.  In  the  words  of 
the  great  loyai  chieftain,  "  let  us  so  act  that 
we  may  have  peace ;  let  there  be  no  appeal 
to  prejudice  or  passion.  Let  us  strive  to 
make  our  coarse  upward  and  onward,  and 
win  for  ourselves  honor  in  the  land  we  may 
have  to  live  in— I  should  say  in  the  land  we 
will  live  in.  [Applause  ]  He  denied  the  as- 
sertion that  the  colored  man  desired  social 
equality  with  the  white  man.  He  felt  that  he 
was  dumblounded  and  out  of  place  w)ie:i  sur- 
rounded by  white  people,  aud  no  negroes 
present.  We  want  only  our  rights  before  the 
law,  and  simple  justice.  We  dou't  ask  lor 
social  equality ;  we  want  our  legal  and  po 
litical  rights.  We  are  all  made  of  the  same 
blood  and  bone,  and  ure  equal  before  the 
Lord  He  had  paid  the  same  railroad  fare  to 
Louisville  from  Illinois  as  the  white  mankind 
wasn't  that  equality  ?  When  he  got  to  Jef- 
fersonviile  the  white  men  was  put  inside  the 
omnibus  and  he  was  put  on  top  Wasn't  that 
equality?  [Laughter] 

He  wanted  to  inform  the  white  man  that 
all  that  he  wanted  was  equal  rights  before  the 
law  when  the  paid  taxes,. and  an  equal  right 
to  our  share  of  the  beuelta  What  have  we 
received  from  t he  school-'ax.  [Cheers  and 
answers  of  "nothing."]  He  thought  we 
were  entitled  to  the  beneiits  of  the  pauper 
tax,  having  paid  our  proportion  thereto,  but 
we  have  not  had  them.  The  speaker  relerred 
to  his  slave  cays  and  feelings,  aud  was  not 
surprised  that  the  black  man  had  a  thirst  for 
office,  when  he  had  been  so  intimate  with 
the  white  man,  who  had  displayed  the  same 
desire  He  wanted  our  action  t  >  be  credit- 
able to  the  great  party  that  through  G  d  hud 
brought  liberty  and  equality  tothe  black  man 
And  we  don't,  want  to  make  those  who  were 
our  masters  ashamed  of  those  who  were  their 
slaves,  either.  [Cheers  ]  Don't  go  back  to 
the  past;  you  will  not  make  friends  by  it. 
Be  liberal  in  yours  speeches  and  resolutions. 
Let  th»  past  be  forgotten,  and  start  in  the 
new  path  of  liberty  and  citizenship  opened 
up.  It  depends  upon  us  whether  we  are  to  be 
worthy  of  the  kindness  and  respect  which 
comes  to  us  from  our  friends.  He  was  as 
good  a  Democrat  as  there  lived.  When  ask- 
ed to  definu  it,  he  said  his  Democracy  was 
th.it  which  knew  no  former  condition  of  situ- 
ation or  color,  and  when  he  fulfilled  a  con- 
tract he  wanted  the  same  pay  as  any  other 
man  would  get.  That  was  the  kind  of  Demo- 
crat he  was.  [Laughter  and  cheers  ]  Let  us 
cultivate  friendly  feelings,  and  if  any  mar;  is 
our  enemy  let  the  cause  of  that  enmity  be  in 
his  own  breast.  We  must  gi  ve  no  offense  to 
any  man,  and  if  any  one  desire  to  be  our  en- 
emy, it  wil!  be  because  he  wants  to  be !  [Ap- 
plause] Be  respectful  and  manly,  and  do 
right.  In  k  doing  you  will  force  your  op- 
ponents to  respect  you.    [Applause  ] 

Elder  Young  of  Louisville  was  then  loudly 
called  for,  and  coming  forward,  remarked 
that  he  was  no  speaker  ;  the  element  we  are 
now  moving  in  is  so  new  that  he  would  have 
to  breathe  awhile  before  he  could  say  any 
thing  to  the  point  He  referred  to  the  past 
and  the  divine  means  by  wh>ch  the  great 
light  of  freedom  had  shone  upon  him.  He 
thanked  God  that  it  w.sas  well  as  it  was 
with  us  to-day.  He  blamed  no  party  or  men 
for  the  past;  Providence,  which  oversees  all, 
had  brought  about  what  we  enjoy  to  day.  At 
first  our  beloved  chieftain  who  signed  our 
declaration  of  freedon  did  not  intend  for  us 
to  have  what  we  havo  to-day  ;  the  Republi- 
can party  did  not  intend  it  once  ;  the  rebel 
chieftains  did  not  iutend  it,  and  the  Demo- 
cratic party  certainly  did  not  intend  i' I 
■  Black  men  will  be  like  white  men — some  will 
I  be  radical  und  some  conservative  He  inter- 
spersed his  remarks  with  anecdote*  of  an 
amiisiug  character,  which  weie  received  by 
the  audience  with  great  pleasure.  He  thought 
that  the  inference  drawn  from  our  demand 
for  equal  rights  tha'  we  should  have  social 
equality  was  folly;  it  was  not  philosophical 
He  demonstrated  the  impossibility  'if  such 
results — social  equality  would  regulate  itself. 
We  had  it  among  ourselves,  from  the  man  as 
black  us  myself  to  the  man  as  white  as  any- 
body I  [Cheers  ]  The  white  negroes  in  our 
circle  showed  that  some  one  in  Kentucky  had 
been  pructical  amalgamationists,  but  there 
was  none  of  it  in  his  veins.  [Cheers  and 
laughter  ]  Elder  Young  concluded  his  re- 
marks with  a  reference  to  the  time  they 
should  all  be  allowed  to  vote. 

The  delegates  then  loudiy  call  for  Rev.  T 
F.  Buaz,  of  Frankfort,  a  young  mulatto,  who, 
with  a  deep  impressive  voice  and  earnest 
manner  addressed  the  convention.  He  re- 
ferred in  an  eloquent  munner  to  the  days  of 
sorrrw  through  which  the  col  re  i  people  had 
I  a-sed  and  the  new  life  ofpoiitical  lib  -rty  open 
ed  before  them.  He  reverted  tothe  battles  of 
freedom  fought  in  American  history,  and 
thought  we  were  entering  upon  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  greatest  victory  ever  achieved 
We  may  forget  our  wrongs,  our  long  list  of 
injuries,  our  years  of  oppression  and  outrng 
es,  but  they  were  recorded  in  heaven.  We 
will  forget  the  laws  made  against  the  black 
man's  advancement  iu  the  past,  but  will  strive 
to  do  our  whole  duty  ia  the  future.  He  i 
ferred  in  an  eloquent  manner  to  the  services 
of  the  black  man  in  the  late  war,  and  called 
upon  the  uation  to  pay  the  debt  due  the  black 
aim  by  giving  him  equal  rights.  The  blood 
and  tears  shed  can  never  be  paid  for— heaven 
would  only  cancel  it !  but  the  nation  eould 
give  us  the  right  to  pursue  our  course  of 
happiness  under  equal  advantages  with  the 
white  man.  As  the  American  people  need- 
the  black  man's  labor  in  th«  past,  so  in  the 
future  wonld  they  need  his  ballot.  He  be- 
lieved the  black  man  entitled  to  all  the  im 
munities  and  privileges  which  are  enjoyed 
by  the  white  American  citizen.  (Loud 
cheers.)  Some  of  the  black  people  were  un- 
decided what  side  to  take  when  they  had  the 
right  to  vote.  Use  it  with  unanimity,  dignity 
and  justice  to  yourselves.  He  referred  to  the 
social  equality  question,  and  said  he  did  not 
indorse  it  or  want  it.  He  only  wanted  civil 
equality.  It  was  said  that  means  of  intimi- 
dation were  threatened  to  be  used  by  white 
people  to  prevent  them  from  voting  as  they 
pleased.  He  wanted  them  to  understand 
that  the  black  man's  ballot  was  worth  more 
than  the  white  man's  greenback.  After  some 
further  remarks  the  speaker  concluded.

Elder  Young,  of  Louisville,  Rev.  Mr.  Du- 
pee, of  Paducah;  and  Rev.  Mr.  Samuels,  of 
Frankfort,  addressed  the  audience,  recom- 
mending the  support  of  the  colored  people 
to  be  given  to  the  Louisville  Daily  Commer- 
cial, the  organ  of  the  Republican  party,  and 
the  advocate  of  equal  rights  to  the  black  man 
and  its  general  interest. 

A  copy  of  the  morning's  Commercial  was 
placed  in  the  hands  of  every  delegate. 

The  Lexington  Statesman  and  Frankfort 
Commonwealth  were  also  recommended  Jor 
their  support  of  Republican  principles. 

Alter  the  commitee  on  credentials  had  con- 
cluded their  report,  on  motion  the  convention 
adjourned  until  half-past  two  o'clock. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  convention  was  caled  to  order  about 
three  o'clock,  a  large  number  of  Representa- 
tives and  Senators  being  present.  The  ch  lir- 
man  called  the  convention  to  order,  and  invit- 
ed Col  Boyd,  Senator  from  the  28th  district,  to 
address  the  convention. 

The  Senator  made  his  way  to  the  stand  and 
proceeded  to  make  remarks  relative  to  the 
o'.ijects  of  the  convention.  He  refered  to  the 
passage  of  the  15th  amendment;  refered  to  the 
vote  on  the  amendment  in  the  Kentucky 
Legislature  He  welcomed  them  not  as  va- 
gabonds and  intruders,  but  as  citizens  of  the 
State  of  Kentucky  assembled  at  the  Capitol. 
Iu  consequence  ot  prejudices  there  are  rights 
which  have  not  been  garnted  you  in  Ken- 
tucky. There  is  not  a  statute  in  Kentucky 
which  protects  the  chastity  of  your  wives  and 
daughters  I  ask  you  to  petition  the  Legislature 
to  pass  such  laws  Iaskyo  Uo  petition  the 
Legislature  to  redress  your  zrievaaces,  and 
ask  it  earnestly  and  res^,  -ctfully.  Show 
them  that  you  are  worthy  o'  I  he  great  boon 
ol  freedom  which  has  been  vouchsafed  you 
by  the  greatest  party  that  was  ever  organiz- 
ed—the Republican  party.  Show  the  Den- 
ocratic  party,  who  are  prejudiced  against 
you,  that  you  are  worthy  to  !>  •  called  freemen. 
Teach  your  enemies  to  respect  you — teach 
the  world  to  respect  you,  and  this  you  will  do 
by  showing  yourselt  able  and  conpetent  to 
fill  the  high  duties  of  your  citizenship.  Col. 
Boyd,  after  some  further  remarks,  which 
were  received  with  great  enthusiasm,  and 
thanking  the  members  for  their  attention, 
concluded.

A  resolution  pr- vailed  that  this  convention 
be  known  as  the  First  Republican  Conven- 
tion of  Colored  Citizens  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky. That  the  convention  m*et  at  9,  end 
adjourn  at  12;  meet  at  2  and  adjoura  et  5; 
meet  at  7,  and  adjourn  at  pleasure. 

COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION. 

The  following  five  members  were  appoint- 
ed to  act  as  a  committee  on  education  :  M  J. 
Davis.  A.  Jillball,  J.  P.  Stanberry,  A.  M. 
Taylor,  C.  Smith. 

The  secretary  then  announced  the  receipt 
of  letters  from  prominent  men,  the  reading 
cf  which  was  deferred  until  to-morrow.  After 
some  considerable  discussion,  an  adjourn- 
ment was  made  until  evening. 

EVE.SINU  SESSION. 

A  large  number  of  white  people,  including 
members  of  the  Legislature,  were  ia  atteno- 
ance  at  the  evening  session,  and  the  hall  was 
crowded  to  its  utmost.  The  session  was 
opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  G.  W.  Dupee. 
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Isaiah  Mitchell,  secretary  of  the 
tional  Board  of  the  State ;  Rev.  R  Lee  and 
M  Shoals,  of  Scott  county;  H.  King,  of  Fay 
ette  county  ;  J.  T.  Page  and  Petter  Smith,  of 
Jefferson  county  ;  Wm.  Turpin,  of  Woodford 
county,  and  Colonel  Hodges,  of  the  Com 
monwealth,  were  elected  honorary  members 
of  the  convention. 

A  desire  to  hear  the  speakers  selected  tor 
the  evening  was  manifested,  and  an  invita- 
tion extended  for  all  such  to  come  forward. 
None  responding,  the  business  committee  re 
ported  the  resolutious  in  th?ir  hands,  which 
were  received  by  the  convention  and  adopt 
ed  by  section,  different  members  of  the  con- 
vention making  reznarks  thereon 


Whereas,  We  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being, 
at  whose  feet  all  men  must  humbly  bow . 
and  we  believe  that  He  has  guided  us  by  His 
providential  cere  while  passing  through  the 
deep  sea  of  blood  and  wars  fur  more  then  two 
hundred  and  fifty  years.  We  affirm  that  it 
has  been  declared  by  the  early  exponents  of 
this  Government  that  all  men  wera  bora  free 
and  equal  end  endowed  with  certain  inali 
enable  rights.  And.  whereas,  those  rights 
have  bees  denied  us  for  over  eighty  years  by 


the  politicians,  jurists,  and  also  the  clergy 
of  the  nation.  And,  whereas,  theso  great 
truths  and  rights,  have  so  long  been  denied 
us  by  the  many,  have  been  long  urged  iu  our 
behalf  by  the  old  anti  slavery  party,  which 
labored  faithfully  for  their  finai  application 
to  all,  irrespective  of  caste,  color  or  previous 
condition  of  servitude.  And  wherea.i,  these 
great  principles,  so  long  battled  for  iu  the 
political  arena  of  the  nation,  have  been  won 
and  established  by  the  Republican  parry  and 
the  capstone  placed  there  on  in  the  adoption 
of  the  fifteenth  amendment,  ar.d  we  Stead  to- 
day clothed  in  the  full  panoply  of  American 
citizenship. 

Remloed,  1.  Recognizing  tho  changed  con- 
dition of  public  affair*  by  which  we  have  been 
invested  with  the  rights  ol  citizenship,  ami 
appreciating  our  new  political  relations  and 
responsibilities  thereby  imposed,  we  fiist  as 
cribe  all  praise  to  Him  from  whom  all  bless- 
ings flow,  and  next  we  declare  our  gratitude 
to  the  statesman,  warriors  and  pa. riots  who 
have  upheld  the  Federal  Gov  rtiin^nt,  and 
made  it  indeed  republican  in  form,  uuaran- 
te>'ing  to  BM  and  our  posterity  the  blessings 
of  civil  and  religious  liberty 

Resolved.  2.  That  we  avow  our  adherence 
to  the  principles  of  the  Declaration  of  I  im- 
pendence, that  all  men  are  created  free  and 
equal,  and  that  since  the  nation  has  purg.-d 
itself  of  the  am  of  slavery,  and  extended  « qusa 
protection  to  all  without  reference  to  race  or 
color  or  previous  condition,  we  pledge  to  its 
maintenance  "  our  liv  s,  our  fortunes,  and 
our  sacred  honors,'  and  politically  we  will 
affiliate  with  the  RepubiicA.n  party  of  prog- 
ress and  civilisation,  which  has  been  the  in- 
strument iu  the  hands  of  Providence  for  the 
attainment  by  us  of  the  blessings  and  privi- 
leges we  eojoy. 

Resolved.  3  That  we  regard  th»  passage 
and  ratification,  by  the  requisite  number  of 
States,  of  the  fourteemh  and  fifteenth  amend- 
ments to  thn  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
as  simply  an  act  of  justice  to  a  people  long 
and  unjustly  deprived  of  civil  and  political 
rights,  and  we  pledge  ourselves  to  the  support 
of  the  principles,  measures,  and  policy  ot  the 
Republican  parry  which  brought  ub  >ut  this 
result,  so  long  as  taey  are  characterized  by 
the  same  liberal  spirit  and  enlig'itene  1  legis- 
lation which  we  have  witnessed  in  the  past. 

Resolved,  4.  That  we  heartily  »  n  lor?e  the 
administration  of  President  U  S  Grant,  and 
look  to  Congress  to  secure  to  us  by  appropri- 
ate legislation,  our  natural  and  legal  rights, 
which  are  denied  to  us  by  the  dominant  party 
in  our  State. 

Resolved.  That  as  attentive  observers  of 
events,  we  have  seen  and  properly  appreciate 
the  proscriptive  spirit  maiutested  to<v.ird  our 
race  by  the  "  so  called"  Democratic  party  of 
this  State  in  denying  us  access  to  ecurts  of 
law;  in  excluding  us  from  any  part  :n  the 
common  school  fund  derived  iu  part  from 
taxes  collected  from  us;  in  impost;. g  upon 

each  of  us  an  unjust  and  oppr  v  poll-tax 

of  two  dollars  more  than  upon  a  white  person; 
in  discriminating  again -.t  us  in  the  homestead 
law;  in  refusing  to  protect  as  in  our  rights 
of  life,  liberty  and  property;  in  stigmatizing 
us  as  unfit  to  enter  the  witness  ;j  n  i  .  !  -• 
the  protection  ol  law;  in  refusing  the  use  of 
the  Legislative  Hall  tor  our  State  Convention, 
and  in  seeking  to  degrade  us  by  every  ssesMM 
which  partisan  spleen  can  s  g/e.st.  and  we 
declare  our  purpose  to  pr  >p  riy  remembe  - 
this  treatment  at  the  ballot  Dux  and  to  exer- 
cise our  rights  of  suffrage  in  vindication  of 
ourselves,  and  to  co-operate  wuh  those  wno 
have  been  our  friends  and  who  have  stood 
by  us  in  the  hour  of  our  adversity,  and  who 
lifted  us  from  bondage  to  the  dignity  ot  free- 
men 

Resolved,  6.  Tt  at  w.i  will  treat  with  scorn 
and  regard  as  an  insult  to  our  manhood  any 
attempt,  from  auy  source,  to  iufluencts  our 
votes  by  threats  of  refusal  to  employ  us  as 
laborers  and  receive  us  as  tenants,  or  by  bri- 
bery or  venality :  and  we  do  not  regard  any 
colored  man  who  could  bn  so  influence  I  as 
worthy  of  our  respect  or  friendship  or  asso- 
ciation. 

Resolved,  7.  That  we  cordially  and  heartily 
indorse  and  approve  the  course  of  the  Louis-

The  convention  opet.cd  at  'J  o'clock,  Thurs 
day  morning,  with  prayer  by  Kev.  Mr  Siau.s- 
berry  of  Louisville. 

HONORARY  MEMBERS. 
The  following  honorary  members  were 
elected:  Andrew  Jackson,  Jason  Grant, 
Woodford  eouuty.  Thos.  Lee.  Franklin  Co; 
Harris  Lyman,  Nicholas  county;  Eluund 
Thomas.  Larue  county. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  were 
then  read,  and  with  some  few  corrections, 
adopted. 

The  business  committee  then  submitted  the 
following  resolutios,  which  were  debated  and 
adopted  unanimously,  respectively. 

Whereas.  The  subject  ot  emigration,  and 
the  introduction  of  Chinese  laborers,  who 
have  been  considered  and  urged  by  the  ruling 
element  and  capitalists  of  the  State,  for  the 
purpose  of  supplanting  us,  as  a  laboring 
class,  and  placing  us  in  a  false  light  be- 
fore the  world  as  unworthy  aj  our  freedom: 
therefore. 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  to 
our  people  industry,  economy  and  a  faithful 
observance  of  all  contracts  when  correctly 
and  strictly  made,  and  not  materially  inju- 
rious to  themselves  and  famili»s 

Resulted,  That  we  look  with  distrust  upon 
all  parties  who  would  thus  suppUnt  us,  wnen 
our  labor  and  that  o:  our  ancestors  have  made 
them  rich  and  opulent. 

Resolved,  That  we  owe  no  ill-will  to  tbe 
Chinese  or  uny  foreigner,  but  we  do  sincerely 
sympathize  with  the  oppressed  ot  every 
land. 

Resolved,  That  as  free  American  citizens, 
strictly  identified  with  the  ia  .oring  classes 
of  the  State,  we  are  willing  to  work  for  ell 
classes  at  the  curreut  prices  in  common  with 
other  laborers  without  reference  to  the  polit- 
ical opinions  of  either  party. 

Resolved,  That  we  send  greetings  to  the 
Republican  convention  assembled  at  Indian- 
apolis, Ind  .  Feb  22d,  for  havibg  acknowledg- 
ed manhood  suffrage,  irrespective  of  race, 
eolor,  or  previous  condition,  and  also  confer- 
ring tha  honor  up  m  one  of  our  own  race  by 
appointing  him  vice-president  of  their  con- 
vention, vis :  Kev.  W.  T.  Malone. 

Reso'ceJ,  That  this  convention  recom- 
mends that  thecolored  citizens  of  each  county 
a  this  Stan  form  themselves  iuto  dubs,  lor 
political  pjrposes,  in  order  that  our  people 
may  be  instructed  in  the  political  issues  ot 
the  day.

Fellow  Citizens  :  We,  your  representa- 
tives easembled  io  State  Cooveutioe,  having 
completed  the  business  which  you  have  deie- 
g  ited  to  us,  respectfully  ask,  at  the  close  of 
our  Lbors,  to  address  yoa  earnestly  io  refer- 
ence to  the  condition  which  we  oow  i 
in  this,  the  State  of  onr  aatinty.  Tha  i__ 
and  responsibilities  incumbent  upon  us,  fr< 
our  new  status  in  poliilcs  demand  aa  address 
of  as,  tbcratore  we  earnestly  pray  that  it  may 
be  received  with  that  due  couaidereuoa  mat 
it  necessarily  demands.  We  therefore  ad- 
dress you  under  far  different  Circumstance* 
from  those  on  former  occasions  Our  citi- 
zenship has  been  acknowledged,  eod  the  bal- 
lot accorded  to  all  of  oar  race  by  three  fourths 
of  the  Legislatures  of  the  States  ia  the  United 
states  ot  America.

Like  T  I  H  .  my  preat  grandmother 
nd  mother,  were  taught  to  make  hop  yeast 
And  so  far  us  my  knowledge  extends, 
was  no  other  yeast  u**»d  from  the  crea- 
tion of  the  world  until  the  fore  part  of  the 
nineteenth  century,  when  somebody,  more 
wise  than  her  fellows,  learned  that  warm 
■ilk  and  water  and  a  little  salt,  thickened 
with  wheat  flour,  would  rise,  if  kept  pretty 
warm,  in  fire  or  six  hours,  and,  when  lighi. 
make  capital  bread  Hut  the  odor  of  Bait 
kind  of  yeast  was  anything  but  pleaoitnt,  and 
genius  came  to  the  rescue.  Somebody  else 
found  by  experiment  that  warm  water,  thick 
«a«d  with  wheat  flour,  with  a  little  salt,  would 
ha*  just  as  well  without  the  milk.    Quite  an 


This  kind  of 

yeaat.  which  is  called  water-rising,  is  the 
kind  I  have  used  in  my  housekeeping  these 
thirty  years,  and  have  seldom  failed  in  having 
delicious  bread  And  my  sympathies  really 
extend  to  those  ladies  who  are  destitute  of 
the  knowledge  of  making  my  kind  ol  bread 
1  wis*  I  could  Hend  T.  8.  H  a  loaf  of  it. 

Then  there  is  such  a  Bight  of  work  to  make 
hop  yeaat,  and  it  is  a  fact,  to  my  certain 
knowledge,  that  there  is  but  now  and  then  one 
who  makes  real  nice  sweet  light  hop-yeast 
bread.  Good  floor  is  often  made  into  black, 
•oar  bread,  and  not  a  few  women  bake  their 
bread  too  such  and  sometimes  burn  it  If 
there  is  one  thing  above  everything  else,  to 
my  notion,  that  would  justify  a  man  for  suing 
for  a  divorce  from  his  wile,  it  is  that  she  is  a 
poor  bread  maker.  Hop  yeast  cake*  are  well 
anoagb  to  be  kept  in  the  house  for  buckwheat 
cake*  or  for  hot  rolls,  aaa  change 

For  the  benefit  of  ihose  who  wish  to  learn 
the  art  of  Banking  water-rising  bread,  it  may 
be  well  to  republish  the  following  directions, 
wh»ch  I  wrote  (or  the  Country  Gentleman 
•esse  years  ago 

WATER-R1SIV.  BREAD. 

In  the  afternoon,  after  tea.  1  lake  a  quart 
bowl  and  spoon ;  after  they  have  been  well 
scalded,  one  pint  of  hot  water  is  poured  into 
the  bowl  from  tbe  tea-keuie  Then  add  one 
I  of  sugar,  three-fourths  of  salt,  and 
I  of  batter  as  large  as  a  walnut— the 
batter  Bust  be  good.  Thicken  with  flour; 
stir  as  thick  as  for  pancakes.  Beat  well.  1 
now  do  op  tbe  bowl  in  a  table  cloth,  and  set 
it  on  the  table  in  the  cook  room ,  throw  over 
it  anything  that  comes  handy;  for  instance 
sheet,  a  flannel  sheet  or  two,  a 
ion— anything  that  will  keep  the 
warmth  in  In  the  morning,  if  not  light, 
warm  them  up  and  add  a  little  soda  and 
more  flour  if  necessary  It  .will  rise  in  a 
abort  time 

So  much  for  the  emptyings.  Now  for  the 
bread.  In  order  to  make  three  common  sized 
ioaves,  pare  and  wash  and  boil  aix  large  pota- 
Wben  done,  mash  them  well,  and  sift 
through  a  sieve  or  calendar  into  a  argel 
tin  pau  Now  add  three  pints  of  boiling  wa- 
ter and  one  pint  of  cold  water  Stir  in  im- 
sifted  flour  to  make  a  sponge , 
the  top  with  dry  flour,  an  j  set  it  in  a 
place,  and  let  it  rise  ontil  quite  light 
1  in  flour  until  you  have  a  stiff  dough  , 
it  well,  form  it  into  loaves,  set  them 
in  a  warm  place,  and  again  let  them  rise. 
When  sufficiently  light,  have  the  oven  hot 
enough  to  bake  the  bread  without  scorch- 
ing it  in  the  least,  in  thirty-five  or  forty  ruin- 

GBABAM  BREAD. 

Before  closing  my  letter,  permit  me  to  give 
a  recipe  lor  making  Graham  bread  for  dys 
peptics,  or  rheumatics,  or  anybody  else. 

In  the  first  place,  have  the  wheat  ground 
and  not  bolted,  and  make  the  bread  in  the 
following  way  ;  Take  one  quart  of  sour  or 
batter  milk;  one  teaspoonful  of  soda;  one 
tableapoonfol  of  sugar,- and  stir  in  Graham

Pell,  we  have  said  enough  about  bread- 
ing, bat  are  anxious  to  inform  those  of 
oar  large  family  of  the  Country  Gentleman, 
bow  delicious  Graham  or  unbolted  wheat  floor 
padding  is  made: 

glahab  rcoouio. 

Into  boiling  water,  with  a  trifle  of  salt,  stir 
is  Graham  floor  until  as  thick  as  hasty  pod- 
diag,  stir  constantly,  and  let  it  boil  five 
atinatea.  Serve  with  syrup,  butter  and  su- 
gar, sweetened  cream,  or  anything  to  soit  tbe 
tastta.  When  cold,  cot  in  slices  and  fry  a 
nioa  brown,  on  a  griddle  or  in  the  spider, 
with  a  little  batter,  and  serve  as  above.  It  is 
a  quick  and  palatable  dessert  for  dinner  or 
breakfast. 

ITALIA*  ABES  CXPBOFiTABl.K. 
S  J.  Parker,  1L  D  ,  ia  the  Country  Gentle- 
bbsm,  of  August  26th,  in  speaking  of  tbe  yield 
of  honey  and  what  tba  boas  were  doing,  stops 
right  in  the  middle  of  tbe  article  to  say  of  the 
Italian  bees  as  follows :  "  It  is  a  strange  fact 
that  I  do  not  kdow  of  a  prosperous  hive  of 
Italian  baas  in  this  city,  although  many  Lives 
and  queeas  bay*  been  brought  in  here.  If 
there  ia  Any  way  to  keep  the  breath  of  life  in 
I  nope  some  one  will  tell  us  how  it  is 
They  soon  desert  tbe  combs  in  a  great 
cluster  close  in  A  small  bunch  about 
qoaen,  and  before  tbe  next  season  ar- 


Tliia  report  is  very  different  from  all  oikei .., 
aud  a>  his  neighbors  have  had  about  the  same 
experience.it  would  seem  at  first  thought  tJaAl 
there  might  be  something  iu  the  locality.  Be- 
fore prescribing  how  we  shall  '  keep  the  breath 
of  life  in  them,"  it  is  well  to  see  thitl  we  have 
a  correct  diagnosis  of  the  case.  The  in  i 
symptoms  observed  is,  deserting  the  cooiLr 
and  a  small,  close  bunch  about  the  queen 
This  would  indicate  that  they  are  weak 
Then  the  question— why  are  they  weak?  .-vr-\ 
eral  causes  present  themselves.  Sometimes 
the  queen  proves  barren,  or  at  least  not  pro 
lific.  But  this  cannot  be  the  case  with  so 
many  as  be  speaks  of.  The  testimony  of 
thousands  will  show  that  this  is  not  their  gen 
eral  character.  One  in  fifty  or  a  hundred 
might  prove  barren  at  the  latter  end  of  the 
season,  that  was  prolific  in  the  early  season. 
They  are  weak  sometimes  when  badly  affected 
with  foul  brood,  but  he  knows  or  ought  to 
know  too  well  to  report  a  case  weakened  by 
such  a  cause 

Tbi-re  is  st •  1 1  another  cause  why  ltaliaus 
especially  might  be  weak,  I  anticipated  just 
such  complaints  arising  from  it,  and  detailed 
them  on  page  of  Mysteries  of  Bee  Keep 
ing  which  was  published  in  18C5.  It  iB  doubt- 
ful if  Dr.  Parker  and  his  neighbors  ever  read 
it.  I  will  quote  a  few  lines  for  the  benefit  of 
tbose  similarly  unfortuate.  I  bad  just  shown 
that  the  Italians  are  prone  to  store  honey  in 
excess  of  their  needs,  and  then  remark  :  "  It 
most  be  admitted  that  a  colony  with  an  ex- 
cess of  stores  is  not  in  the  best  condition  for 
winter,  especially  in  the  open  air.  Very 
likely  tbe  complaint  will  be  made  when  this 
is  tbe  case,  that  Italians  do  not  winter  well, 
even  when  the  hive  was  full  of  honey.'  1 
REMEDY. 

"  The  stores  may  be  reduced,  and  the  con- 
dition for  winter  improved,  by  dividing  such 
colony  at  the  proper  season  and  giving  them 
empty  combs  for  raising  brood,  or  empty 
frames  in  which  to  construct  combs.  Both 
divisions  will  soon  have  plenty  of  bleeding 
cells,  and  at  the  end  of  tbe  season  will  be 
stronger  than  if  confined  to  the  few  cells  some 
times  left  tor  breeding  in  the  fall  colony.  If 
dividing  would  make  them  entirely  too  weak, 
it  would  benefit  them  greatly  to  remove  sev- 
eral full  combs  and  replace  them  with  empty 
combs  or  frames  These  are  liable  to  ex- 
cess ;  when  honey  is  scarce  they  rear  brood ; 
when  abondant  they  gather  too  mocb  for  their 
own  good  They  will  need  supervision, 
and  movable  combs  of  some  form  are  re- 
quisite." 

This  much  was  said  without  reference  to 
Dr  Parker  at  the  time,  of  coarse.  Any  one 
w*U  posted  in  this  habit  of  tbe  Italians  of 
filling  their  combs  in  a  good  yield  of  boney 
till  too  little  room  is  left  to  breed  in,  can  com- 
prehend how  it  is  possible  to  remain  too 
weak  to  go  into  the  boxes  to  store  honey, 
or  to  go  into  winter  quarters  in  good  condi 
tion. 

BOW  TO  OBTAIN  EOtiS  IN  WINTER. 

Fresh  eggs  are  a  desirable  luxury  in  coun- 
try or  city,  end  are  within  the  reach  of  all  of  i 
U6  who  possess  twenty  square  feet  of  land 
Poultry  raising  is  much  more  profitable  than 
the  raising  of  hogs.  They  eat  less  and  re-  | 
turn  a  far  greater  interest  All  the  refuse  of 
the  kitchen  can  be  consumed  by  bens,  and  in 
some  houses  it  will  nearly  feed  them.  Prop- 
erly cared  for,  a  profit  of  two  dollars  on  each 
hen  can  be  easily  made.  Any  girl  or  boy 
living  in  the  country  can  keep  a  poultry- 
yard,  pay  all  the  expenses  of  feeding  the 
poultry  and  realize  a  good  per  centage  there 
from — enough  iu  a  few  years  to  pay  for  his 
or  ber  education,  which  is  so  desirable  for 
all  of  ub.  The  culture  of  tbe  mind  is  "far 
above  rubies." 

In  the  first  place  have  none  but  Lealthy, 
strong  birds.  We  keep  Brahma  Pootras  and 
White  leghorns,  which  have  mixed,  and  the 
cross  produces  large,  handsome  chickons, 
which  fat  easily  and  lay  eggs  constantly.  A 
ben  increases  the  number  of  eggs  she  lays 
each  year  until  she  is  four  years  old  ;  then 
she  is  only  fit  for  tbe  soup  kettle;  but  the 
third  years  is  the  mo6t  productive,  and  IsBsB 
she  hatches  the  strongest  chickens.  A  three- 
year  old  rooster  is  better  than  one  younger. 
We  constantly  read  that  young  hens  and 
young  cocks  prodnce  the  most  eggs.  Expe- 
rience has  taught  us  the  contrary,  and  it  is 
one  of  the  best  teachers  that  God  has  given  to 
man  ! 

One  advantage  the  Brahma  Pootras  pos- 
sess over  other  breeds,  is  their  clumsiness, 
they  cannot  fly  over  a  four  foot  fence — a 
small  pen  will  confine  them.  Then  their  eggs 
are  large,  finely  flavored,  and  most  of  them 
lay  daily;  their  flesh  is  finegrained,  white 
and  toothsome — chickens  eight  months  old 
will  weigh  five  pound. 

Sunlight  is  very  desirable  for  feathered  as 
well  as  other  bipeds.  Large  windows  in  the 
heticry  will  soon  pay  their  cost,  and  if  it  ad 
joius  the  stable  it  iB  warmer.  A  barn  cellar 
makes  a  nice  home  for  hens  ;  protect  the 
windows  with  wire screem— make  good  strong 
roosts,  not  over  four  or  five  feet  from  the 
ground,  and  rub  tbem  over  with  kerosene 
once  a  month  ;  this  kills  all  lice  and  other 
parasites.  Old  nail  casks  make  very  good 
nests,  their  depth  preventing  the  hens  from 
eat  in  if  the  eggs  Scatter  a  shovelful  of  ash- 
es, wood  or  coal,  at  the  bottom,  with  a  hand- 
ful of  bay  or  straw.  Two  hens  cannot  lay  at 
once  in  a  nail  cask,  and  that  is  to  be  desired. 
They  like  to  crowd  together  on  one  nest;  by 
so  doing  break  the  eggs,  then  taste  them,  and 
thus  learn  to  eat  them.  Sometimes  a  need  of 
plaster,  lime,  etc.,  occasion  the  eating  of  eggs 
A  full  supply  of  ashes,  burnt  and  pounded 
bones,  or  oyster  sheell,  plaster,  etc,  are  some 
of  the  chief  requisites  ;  these  withheld,  they 
withhold  the  eggs. 

Bone-dust  is  greedily  eaten  by  them,  and  if 
to  this  is  added  scrap-cake,  you  will  have  eggs 
in  plenty  ;  these  two  articles  of  food  supply 
ing  their  needs  as  well  io  winter  as  in  sum- 
mer. We  who  live  in  far  remote  coontry 
villages  cannot  easily  obtain  them,  but  we 
can  give  the  hens  all  the  broken  crockery 
with  which  Bridget  usually  will  supply  us, 
and  bits  of  fat,  gristle,  bones,  potato  parings, 
trimmings  of  vegetables,  and  even  tea  leaves 
and  coffee  grounds  de  not  come  amiss  to  oor 
ben-boarders.  They  are  not  more  dainty 
than  the  pigs,  and  for  the  refuse  carefally 
boiled  up— there  lies  the  secret— they  will 
repay  you  in  pure  white  or  coffee  colored 
eggs 

An  old  kettle  can  sit  behind  tbe  kitchen 
stove — into  it  all  tbe  so-called  swill  is  thrown, 
after  dinner  it  is  boiled  up,  and  if  the  weath- 
er is  very  cold,  a  heaping  tablespoonfal  of 
ground  red  pepper  is  stirred  into  tbe  mixture 
every  other  day— in  moderate,  weather  once 
a  week.  All  the  dirty  grease  is  added  ;  we 
prefer  to  have  our  soap  grease  return  to  us 
in  eggs,  and  boy  our  soap.  Beef  s  liver, 
chopped  fine,  is  much  relished  by  fowls; 
sheep's  liver  and  pluck  also  will  supply  the 
place  of  worms,  etc.  A  small  quantity  of 
animal  food  is  absolutely  needful  to  ensure 
eggs  in  winter,  aud  almost  every  family  can 
easily  ensure  it  from  tbe  waste  of  tbe  kitch- 
en. 

Variety  in  food  is  another  secret  in  raising 
eggs — is  a  needed  spice  in  hen  life,  as  well  as 
io  human  life.  Screenings  from  the  grist 
mill  are  good  food — buckwheat  and  oats 
ground  together,  corn  and  rye,  short  >,  Ac. 
All  kinds  of  grain  will  feed  hens  well,  but  a 
surfeit  of  one  kind  is  not  healthful. 

Last  season  we  boiled  the  swill  of  the  kitch- 
en every  afternoon — fed  oats,  corn,  screen- 
ings, tic  .,  in  regular  ^rotation  every  morn 
ing;  gave  a  good  supply  of  fresh  water  dai- 
ly, and  our  hens,  fifteen  io  number,  be/an  to 
lay  tbe  third  week  in  Janoary.  (Boiled  food 
was  not  given  ontil  the  first  of  that  month.) 
In  February  we  had  nineteen  doten,  in  March 
twenty-three  dozen,  and  in  April  twenty-five 
dozen.  Some  young  pullets  commenced  to 
lay  in  March,  and  others  to  set.  We  raised 
sixty  chickens.  This  year  the  boiled  food  was 
given  early  in  December,  and  now,  tbe  first 
week  in  February,  we  collect  from  four  to 
six  eggs  daily. 

By  feeding  hens  in  this  way,  a  sopply  of 
eggs  is  perfectly  certain.  Tbe  boiled  food 
with  its  peppery  condimen  t,  supplies  the 
needful  heat  to  the  system.  A  farmer's  wife, 
living  near  by,  has  made  a  clear  profit  of  one 
hundred  dollars  on  thirty  bens,  and  has  more 
chickens  to  dispose  of.  Sbe  thinks  broken 
crockery,  finely  powdered,  so  desirable  for 
tbem,  that  she  wishes  to  buy  it ! 

Hens  that  are  ready  to  set  early  in  March, 
if  placed  in  a  warm  cellar  and  well  fed,  will 
hatch  strong  vigorous  chickens,  ready  for  the 
table  early  in  June.  Many  a  boy  and  girl 
can,  by  attending  to  those  suggestions,  ob- 
tain a  lucrative  employment.  Chickens  and 
eggs  always  command  good  prices  every- 
where. Oftentimes  mothers  and  fathers  en- 
courage their  children  to  useful  occupations 
by  offering  to  purchase  all  the  poultry  and
